rhe dramatic story of the sinking of a British sub- 
rine boat has been told in a most striking manner 

Richard Johns, the master of the Plymouth trawler 

anticleer, the crew of which rescued four of the

When I first saw the submarines,”’ said Mr. Johns, 

» two of them were following the torpedo boat in a 

» on end, the three vessels being about a hundred 
thoms apart. How fast they were going I shouldn’t 
ke to say, but it was certainly at a high rate of speed.

When I first took notice of these craft, they were 
heading away from us, but very soon after this they 
took a long, Sweeping curve, and came bearing down 
directly toward us, The torpedo boat went across our 
bows, and so did the first submarine, which had the 
tigures A7 painted on her topside.

It took four men to pull the poor fellow in, 
and he went all of a heap in the bottom of the boat, 
sobbing out, ‘God bless you fishermen for saving my 
life.’ 

“By this time the torpedo boat had seen what had 
bappened, and, stopping her engines, lowered her little 
cockleshell of a boat. But for some reason which I 
can’t explain this craft filled with water at once and 
was useless. Perhaps the speed at which the torpedo 
boat was going towed her under when she was lowered. 
Our own boat now came alongside, and the first ques- 
tion I asked was, ‘Are there any more of you in that 
sunken craft?’

PUT OUT ROOT 


A Jolt in the Pit of the Stomach in the 
Twelfth Round Does the Trick.

By driving a terribly wicked right hand jolt into the 
pit of Jack Root’'s stomach in the twelfth round of a 
desperate glove battle at Reno, Nev., on the afternoon 
of July 3, Marvin Hart, of Louisville, thought he was 
a cham pion. 

Few of the 4,000 spectators were able to see exactly 
how the end of the terrific battle came. The blow was 
delivered in a furious mix-up almost in Root's corner. 

The men had a moment before thrown all skill and 
science to the mountain winds and were standing fore- 
head to forehead, slamming in their bardest blows to 
the body. 

Root got away for a second, and, steadying himself, 
shot his left glove out for Hart's face. The blow did 
not land, or if it did it stopped on the top of Hart's 
hand, Almost at the same instant Hart put all of bis 
power Into a short, jerky right band blow, a half swing. 

The blow brought up exactly in the pit of the Chicago 
man’s stomach, and the impact and Root’s quick gasp 
for breath could be heard some distance from the ring, 
Root doubled up his body, dropped his hands to his 
side and bis knees wilted under him. He fell in a 
heap like a wet rag. His face plowed Into the resin of 
the canvas, and fora couple of seconds he remained 
quiet. 

Jefiries’ huge bulk towered over him and the fatal 
seconds were tolled off. At the count of seven Root 
raised bimself partly on his bands, and the awful look 
of agony on his tace told plainly that he was done toa 
finish. He looked about in an agonized way and then 
dropped again at full length to the floor of the ring. 
Just then Jeftries called out “Ten’’ amid the wildest 
excitement. 

Root s seconds were about him in an instant, and he 
was dragged to his corner. His mouth was agape, and 
his eyes lolied about almilessiy. He was perfectly help- 
less, and did not have the power to raise his arm to 
shake hands with the joy-maddened Hart. It was al- 
most four minutes before he could straighten himself 
to a sitting position, and then he could scarcely speak 
above a whisper. Evidently he was badly hurt for the 
time being, and great tears rolled down his cheeks as 
he unconsciously accepted the offices of his handlers, 

Just as Corbett lost the title of champion of the world 
to Fitzsimmons at Carson City in 1897 so did Hart ob- 
tain claim to the same sporting honor at Reno, July 3, 

The picturesqueness of the two battles were similar, 
the contests were almost of the same length and the 
style of the fights were much alike. Just as Fitzsim- 
mons had a good shade the worst of it In the earlier 
stages, so did Hart in this contest. 

Hart to-day is a big, tough, fairly clever, game tighter, 
who has business now with any man in sight, barring 
always, of course, the man who was referee of his 
fight with Root. 

The Louisville man put up a battle of strength and 
maintained the frightful clip that he set right from the 
start. He almed to wear the Chicago Bohemian down 
with hits around the waist line and under the heart. It 
appeared as if he saw early that Root's steam was grad- 
ually ovzing, as blow after blow to the body made him 
groan and wince, Hart was relentiessin his aim, and 
he gave the Chicagoan a much worse whipping than 
Root’s appearance at the end of the fight indicated. 

The fight was witnessed by about 4,000 people. There 
was @ liberal sprinkling of women in attendance, The 
men stepped to the ringside about twenty pounds apart 
in weight. Root scaling 170 pounds, while Ilart weighed 
190 pounds, The feature of the fight, aside from the 
battle itself, was the Initial appearance of James J. Jef- 
fries, retired champion of the world, who was referee, 
for which function the ex-champion received $1,000. 

The purse was split on the basis of 65 per cent to the 
winner and 35 per cent to the loser. The seconds of 
Jack Root were Battling Nelson, Teddy Alexander and 
Paddy Mackey. 

The seconds of Hart were Jack McCormick, Deafy 
Thompson, Jack Roberts, Hal Updike and Lee Updike, 

In the choice for corners Jack McCormick, Hart's 
manager, beat Lou M. Houseman, acting for Root, and 
placed his man’s back to the sun. 

Among the celebrities at the ringside were Harry 
Corbett, Jack Welch, Billy McConnell, Bill Gallagher, 
Attorney-General Sweeney, of Nevada; Sam Davis, 
Senator F. G. Newlands, Lieutenant Governor Allien 
and wife, of Nevada; H. L. Badgely, Doc Smith, 
Walter Young, of Reno; Samuel Myers, Mayor O'Con- 
nor, of Reno; Colonel Martin Brady, Al Herford, War- 
den Considine, of Nevada Penitentiary; Dan Noonan, 
Sheriff Farrell, of Washoe County; District Attorney 
Craig, of Nevada, and the entire constabulary and 
police arms of Washoe County and the city of Reno. 

Before entering the ring Jim pefiries awaited upon 
both men, stated that he had retired for good from the 
ring and that the winner of this fight is entitled to the 
name of heavyweight champion of the world. 

The foliowing message was received by Jack Root 
from Jobn L. Sullivan, at Oakland, Cal. 

“In case you win I, in behalf of Jim McCormick, 
challenge you for $2,500 side bet.” 

Considerable time was wasted in adjusting gloves, the 
crowd meanwhile sweltering inopen air. Battling Nel- 
son was introduced and relieved the tedium of the 
wait somé by agreeing to fight Britt to a finish in the 








same ring. Jack Johnson and George Gardner both 
oballenged the winner. 

“It was a square fight and I have no complaint to 
make,” Root said weakly, after he had revived. ‘The 
best man won.”’ 

Hart said that he stood ready to meet all comers, bar- 
ring negroes, 

The question of Hart’s championship is given con- 
sideration by Sam Austin on page 10 of this irsue.

Gossip in the Fighting World---Wrestler Gotch a Candidate for Ring Honors, 
Wants a Go with Marvin Hart---That Britt-Nelson Affair.

Atter the magnificent representation the 
pugilistic championship has bad in the person of James 
J. Jeffries, it would be grossest idiocy to consider Mar- 
vin Hart in the light of a legitimate successor, and yet 
if the fight which recently took place in Reno, Nevada, 
has any significance, Hart must be looked upon asa 
factor in the ultimate disposition of the title. Not be- 
cause he whipped Jack Root, for that wasa result easily 
anticipated long before the battle was fought, but Hart 
has persistently tali:ed of bis championship aspirations 
and seems to be the only man who bas the “sand’’ or 
whatever other commodity is needed to force his way 
to the front. What may happen to him if he were to 
go against Fitzsimmons, Rublin or Jim Corbett, may 
only be conjectured, but in the reluctance of either one 
of the trio to geton the firing line, Hart’s evident de- 
sire to fight must be considered. Fitzsimmons’ actions 
at this time are unexplainable, while Hart is strutting 
around with the championship chip on bis shoulder. 
Fitz, the man who, despite bis years, it is believed, 
could knock the wreath off Hart’s aching brow with 
one punch, is bound for gay Paree. Why the red- 
topped hurricane should start on a European trip just 
atatime when he could have got Hart into the ring 
and stripped him of his alleged honors, puzzled every- 
one and kept Broadway in a ferment until it was 
rumored that the fighter, whose matrimonial career 
has been a checkered one, is not yet out of the troubled 
waters of doubt and uncertainty, and that he had gone 
abroad to find out if the pleasing young actress whom 
he wed a year ago was, as rumor stated. trying to side- 
step the old gladiator; so he lost no timein going to 
the gay French capital, where she is at present sojourn- 
ing, to use bis persuasive eloquence in behalf of a re- 
sum ption of conjugal joy and happiness. 

Of course a lot of people will say that Fitz ducked 
away to evade a fight with the presumptuous Ken- 
tucklan, but that is all poppy cock for the auburn- 
topped hero of the Antipodes doesn’t dodge the issue 
that way, and besides he believes that if Marvin Hart 
were the only obstacle to his acquisition of the title, 
he could get it in a gallop. 

Hart can get a couple of good matches for the asking 
if he will agree to hook up with Gus Rublin, Mike 
Schreck, whom Fitz refused to fight for obvious rea- 
sons, and even Jack Johnson, the colored Adonis, whose 
one defeat by Hart is a matter of history. Although 
the fighting critics throughout the country are inciined 
to believe that Johnson considerately helped to string 
his own scalp on the Louisvillian’s girdle by laying 
down, Johnson #0 easily and neatly trimmed Jack 
Munroe in their recent meeting, that he must be reck- 
oned with as a decided factor. Hart can ill afford to 
ignore any one of the three men mentioned, and if he 
can land the trio and then go after Fitz, a legitimate 
fight for the championship title between them would 
command respectful consideration from the “big 
chiefs” of the boxing world. 

Until then Marvin Hart is the heavyweight cham- 
pion only because he says he is. The sporting world 
atiarge does not share his opinion, and wiil not until 
he beats some better man than Jack Root. 


o 

While Abe Attell has done all that has 
been asked of him toclinch his claim to the feather- 
weight championship honors, there seems to be a dis- 
position on the part of many critics, so-called moulders 
of public opinion, to withhold from bim the title for 
which he has so gallantly fought and which he seems 
80 eager to defend; he has therefore hit upon the right 
acheme to convince the sceptics that he is the rightful 
leader among the featherweights. In addition to his 
proposed match with Jem Bowker, the English ban- 
tam champion, which is scheduled to be decided some 
time next Fall, Attell offers to take on Young Corbett for 
a bout of from six rounds up to twenty ortoa finish if 
the Denver man is satisfied. Attell believes this is 
the only way that he can compel ring devotees to 
recognize him as the real featherweight champion, ~° 

Despite his recent reverses, there are many who 
think Corbett is far from being a back number. He is 
regarded as a fighter of clars because he is the only 
man who took the measure of Terry McGovern. 

That Attell and Corbett would put up a battle that 
would be brimful of action and interesting is not 
denied. That dissipation has not entirely injured Cor- 
bett’s system was shown by the recent battle with 
Thompson of Butte and bis twenty-round bout with 
Eddie Hanlon. Corbett knocked out Thompson and 
lost to Hanlon on pointsonly. Attell’s success ina 
slashing six-round bout with Battling Nelson at Phila- 
delphia, when he outpointed the great Dan, has en- 
couraged the Californian. He believes that weight 
is not much of a factor, because he gave away ,ounds 
to Nelson and intends to do the same with Corbett. 
Attell at best 1s a 120-pound man. He can make this 
weight without much trouble, but his friends think 
that 122 pounds would be more to his liking. Attell 
offers to do battle with Corbett at 126 pounds, orsix 
more pounds than his actual scale. Corbeti fought

Terry McGovern at this notch when he beat him at 
Hartford, Conn., the first time and at 127 pounds when 
they met the second time. It is not known whether Cor- 
bett would be able to reduce to this now. He has grown 
heavier in late years, and 130 pounds ringside seems to 
be bis best scale. But to asx Attell to get to this point, 
would be rather inconsistent in view of the fact that 
Attell would be giving away ten pounds. Corbett 
might compromise at 128 pounds ringside, and if this 
is not too much of a handicap Attell should make the 
match at this figure. 

In past battles Corbett has depended for victory on 
the power of his blows. In his fight with McGovern 
his ability to deliver a hard knock at the proper time 
won for him, but he has not the power behind his 
shoulder blade to do the same thing now, especially 
when he is meeting a man of Attel)’s type—a boxer

That Britt-Nelson muddle in San Francisco 
is leading up to a series of complications which

seen Harry Corbett, the stakeholder, regarding the pos- 
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sibility of claiming Jimmy Britt’s forfeit in case Britt | 


fights Kid Sullivan, as he has already signed to do. 
Corbett showed bim aset of articles in his possession 
and pointed out to him that ander the provisions in 
that set he could not pay him Britt’s forfeit. 

The whole situation is very much muddled. The set 
of articles which Corbett has, and the only set contain- 
ing Jimmy Britt’s signature, says nothing against 
fighting of more than six-round bouts. On the reverse 
side, however, is this clause: “‘Both contestants agree 
to be in San Francisco, free from all engagements, by 
July 1, 1995.” 4 

This clause bas no signatures attached to it, but Nel- 
son claims that he had an understanding with Sam 
Berger, who made the match, that Britt would agree 
to this. Instead of agreeing to it, however, Britt now 
repudiates it. Corbett perforce can act only on the 
clauses which are signed by Britt. In these clauses 
there is nothing which will allow Nolan to claim Britt’s 
forfeit. 

Nolan will wait until the Britt-Sullivan fight is actu- 
a ly pulled off and then will present his claim to Cor- 
bett.

But by being able to stave off Hanlon 
for twenty rounds without biting the dust Corbett has 
proved that he has strength left. By taking good care 
of himself he might be able to get into trim sufficient 
to make one final stand against some of the cracks at 
bis weight. Hanlon certainly dealt out plenty of 
punishment to Corbett, yet he was unable to knock 
bim out. 

Attell is a boxer who can force a pace from start to 
finish if his strength does not desert him Undoubtedly 
if he meets Corbett he will be able to puzzle the latter 
and probably will win.

Encouraged by the success of Young Scholes 
last year in the race for “The Diamonds,” some local 
rowing enthusiasts believed that the time was ripe for 
an American “Eight” to win the “cup,” emblem- 
atic of European supremacy, and consequently the 
time honored course at Henley was again invaded by 
a Yankee crew.

PRIVATE LIFE 
OF FIGHTERS 


Inside Stories About the Heroes of 
the Prize Ring. 





Wherever pugilism is a subject of diverting interest, 
no feature of it is more genuinely absorbing than the 
rise and fall of Jobn L. Sullivan, the champion of 
champions, and the greatest Gladiator of his day. 
Though his day bas passed, bis glorious deeds in the 
ring have lived to be told in song and story, and there 
many who still profess to believe that with a fair op- 
portunity he could yet reacquire his title of American 
champion, Of course, that is all bosh, but [agree with 
a writer who recently said that if the “big fellow” 
called for a popular subscription to provide backing 
for him in a match, even with Jeffries, 10,000 admirers 
in all parts of the world would gladly part with one 
dollar apiece to give him the sum desired. . 

Why this unheard of popularity, you ask? Some 
attribute it to John’s open-handed generosity when he 
went about the country scattering bis money right and 
left and throwing handfuls of bills in the air. This in 
& measure may have helped to make Sullivan pop- 
ular and famous, but the one item that did more to 
attract attention to him was that he introduced a nov- 
elty into the game, 

Up to the time that Sullivan made his appearance no 
one ever dreamed of going through the country offer- 
ing to knock out any man that appeared before him in 
four rounds or forfeit $1,000. It was a novelty and any 
time you produce a novelty you catch the public. That 
was the first thing that called attention to Sullivan, and 
then his wonderful performances after that added to 
bis fame. 

Any man that would or could have done the same 
thing Sullivan did at that time could have gained and 
held the same amount of popularity that the old 
champion enjoyed in bis many years before the public, 
Added to this was Sullivan’s method of squandering 
money and throwing handfuls of coin into the streets 
for the newsboys to fightover. He did not, nor does 
he to this day, know the value ofadollar. He is the 
same reckless spendthrift nowadays that he was years 
ago, only that the amount he now squanders is limited 
and does not come into his coffers in the golden stream 
that once flowed and filled them to the very brim. 

Sullivan never saw the day he wasthe equal of Jim 
Jefiries, and yet the latter will never Jive to see the day 
when he becomes the popular idol of the masses that 
the Boston boy was. Jeffries is too honest. He is a 
plain, outspoken, honest fellow who would not harm a 
flea, and when he says anything he strikes from the 
shoulder. In a word, he has not the faculty of peddling 
“hot air” to the public and for that reason will never 
be a popular champion. 

Sullivan knew the art of jollying his hearers. He 
knew how to say things that would tickle their fancies, 
and he was there all the time with the ‘bull con.” 

Jim Corbett gained much popularity, and deservedly 
80, because he, better than any other fighter followed 
the words of the late P. T. Barnum. “He knows how 
to humbug the public.” Jim is the best jollier that 
ever pulled a glove on, and as a commercial proposi- 
tion he bas got all the other fighters tied to the mast. 
Jim Corbett could make alot of money on a deserted 
island where every one else would starve to death. He 
as an actor, bas ‘‘gotitonalil the fighters,” and when 
they are down and ont, their fighting days long ended, 
Corbett will be touring the continent earning large 
sums of money on the stage. 

Tommy Ryan isa “rich fighter,’’ but he, too, lacks 
popularity owing to his penchant of pinching the dol- 
lars. But Tommy will never have to worry where the 
next meal is coming from. He is fixed for the rest of 
his life and doesn’t have to care what the public thinks 
of him, 

Jimmy Britt is another commercial proposition. He 
knows how to invest his money to bring results 
and will also be easy when his fighting days are ended. 

Bob Fitzsimmons is now as popular as any fighter, 
but it was a hard struggle for him when he first landed 
here. Bob will never accumulate much wealth, simply 
for the reason that he “goes against any kind of a game 
they frame upfor him.” He does not know how to 
protect bimself and has been skinned out of more 
money than the rest of the fighting brigade put to- 
getber. And yet, to my way of thinking, he is the 
greatest fighter of the whole bunch. 

Terry McGovern enjoyed great popularity because he 
managed to go through his opponents in whirlwind 
fashion, and then he was the nicest little fellow in his 
treatment towards the public that you would care to 
meet. Terry is financially well fixed, and he must 
thank Sam Harris for it all. True, Terry could fight, 
but Harris made it possible for him to earn thousands 
of doliars where, had he been left to himself he would 
not have earned hundreds.

Buddy Ryan, of Chicago, knocked out George Her- 
berts in the eleventh round of a fight before the Mon- 
tana A. C., at Butte,on July 4 The fight was a hot 
one trom start to finish, though there was very little 
money in the arena, probably $700.

At the opening of the eleventh he sprang 
into the middle of the ring and stopped Herberts with 
a vicious blow delivered low which doubled Herberts 
up and he dropped to his knees, holding his abdomen. 
He claimed a foul, but it was not allowed, and after a 
count of eight he returned to the fight. Ryan landed a 
stiff right to face, followed by a left swing which caught 
Herberts in the neck, lifted him off his feet and 
dropped him upon his face and out.
